LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR AND 
OLD SOL FORMALLY OPENED EX 


Ceremony Took Place This Af- 
ternoon Amid the Greatest 
Enthusiasm 


AT DIRECTORS’ LUNCHEON 


Much Optimism Was in Evidence 
and Management Was 
Congratulated 


With merry sunshine and invigorat- 
ing breezes, laughing crowds and 
cheery officials, the Edmonton [x- 
hibition opened with a rush this morn- 
The formal opening was mark- 
ed by the arrival of the Lieutenant 
Governor and his party on the 
vrounds shortly after noon today. 
Only the heartiest } of optimism 
through the rain of yesterday could 
have foreseen the success of today; 
but the loaded cars, the crowded 
streets, and the rush at the gates, all 
testify to the record attendance which 
will be at the fair this year. very- 
thing was in readiness for a change 
in the weather and the smiling face 
of the heavens encouraged thie officials 
to renewed efforts, The judging which 
commenced yesterday, continued to- 
day and it is expected that the judges 
will complete their work tomorrow, 
‘The excellence of all exhibits is un- 
questioned and will be attested by 
everyone, once the grounds dry suf- 
ficiently for them to be seen. Mean- 
while the first days racing program 
will be carried out and the generous 
accommodation of the stand will en- 
able all to partake of this form of en- 
tertainment dry-shod, It is anticipat- 
ed that the grounds will be firm and 
dry enough to allow ‘the crowds to go 
wivwhere by three this afternoon, 

The directors were on hand early 
this morning to be ready for’ any em- 
ergency. At a meeting held at 9.30 
it was decided that weather conditions 
warranted the formal opening of the 
exhibition and the launching of the 
first day’s program.

In many of the hotels Jast night 
people even asked to be permitted to 
sleep in the chairs of the rotunda, and 
although such a thing is contrary ito 
the rules of most hostelrys, yet it is 
quite possible that if any interested 
person cared to take a glance around 
the rotundas, they might have seen 
quite a number of the upholstered 
chairs with occupants sitting or half 
lying in othe. most unique positions, 
enjoying the beautiful hills, valleys 
and silvery lakes of the Jand of nod. 

The boarding houses are also filled 
from cellar -to garret and many people 
have made fruitless searches for in- 
stitutions of that nature, which might 
possibly have been overlooked in, the 
general rush and excitement. There 
is one good feature in connection with 
the boarding houses and that is that 
in most cases the room rent has not 
heen raised for the occasion.

On the ith of May Jast a letter 
was posted at Gibraltar dy a sailor 
named Robert Daly, addressed to his 
brother, J. 0. Daly, Edmonton, Al- 
berta, ‘Canada, 

Before that letter reached the per- 
son to whom it was addressed it trav- 
eed a distance of 20,000 miles, or 
over three times the distance between 
Gibraltar and almost 
around the world. And what ds more 
it did the whole journey for two 
cents; a splendid monument to J. Hen- 
niker Hezton, the father of 
postage, 

The letter started 
and arrived in’ Edmomton in due 
course. After remaining here for 
some days it was stamped, “not called 
for” and sent back to Gibraltar. \At 
the fortress post office the letter was 
placed in.a larger and official looking 
envelope ‘bearing the letters, O.H.M.S. 
The whole was adressed to the orig- 
inal sender of the letter, Robert Daly, 
the sailor, care of WLMLS. Leviathan, 
Yeymouth, England. While that bat- 
tleship was in Weymouth the sailor 
was transferred to IH,M.S. Ilustrious, 
which swbsequently went to Bantry, 
Ircland. The fetter followed, At Ban- 
try the sailor was again transferred, 
this time to THAMLS. King Wdward 
VII, flagship of the channel squad- 
ron, which shortly afrerwards steam- 
ed over to Portsmouth, The letter 
again kept on the sailor’s track, but 
evidently missed ‘him at Portsmouth, 
heing sent back to Gibraltar, where 
it was originally posted. ‘Notwith- 
standing the fact that the outer en- 
velope awas pretty well marked up 
with re-addresses and post office 
stamps, there was still room in a cor- 
ner for another address and after 
travelling abowt for over three months

The city commissioners some days 
ago wrote to the G.T.P. and C.N.R, 
asking the railroads to co-operate with 
the city in an endeavor to prevent 
accidents during exhibition aveek by 
the placing of watchmen on all the 
railway crossings on :the way to ithe 
dair grounds. he city agreed ito 
watchmen at — First street, 
Syndicate avenue, Namayo avenue and 
at the city park. The C.N.R, im reply 
also agreed to assist and placed avattch- 
men at the Queens avenue and Mc- 
Dongall sureet crossings. But the G. 
T. P. stated in a letter dated yester- 
day that it would ibe mecessary ito ob- 
tain authority from the general su- 
perintendent of the road at Winnipeg, 
advising the commissioners that their 
request had tbeen forwarded to: him. 
When the authority does come from 
Winnipeg, the exhibition will be al- 
most over. It seems peculiar that 
such an institution as the G, T. P, 
must seck authority from the ‘higher 
official circles before a couple of 
watchmen can be placed at points in 
order “0 prevent accidents.

Rear End Collision on C. P. R.— 
Another Wreck Put Wires

Garrud could toss him over her head 
In explaining ‘how it would be possible 
for the suffragettes in the future to 
police any of their meetings and forci- 
bly eject any of iwheir one-time lords, 
Mrs. Garrud had casually remarked 
that, for her part the overthrow of an 
average policeman would be a simple 
matter. In no avay did the constable 
resent her expression of opinion, but 
this doubts were evident. <A simiile 
crept over this face as he stood regard- 
ing ‘her, “Why,” he said, “you're 
only a dittle dot of a woman.” 

Cop is Contemptuous. 

“Well, I’m not exactly a giant,” ad- 
mitted ithe suffragette. “If you're 
sure you aren't frightened of igetting 
hurt, [ think I’! throw you.” 

Again the big policeman smiled. It 
was all very , very -foolish. He 
great red hands played idly about ‘his 
42 inch chest, and then in a moment 
of vanity he clenched this right fist, so 
that the muscles of his forearm stood 
out in heavy dumps. 

Mrs. Garrud is 4 feet’ 10 inches in 
height, and she too smiled.! “lim glad 
yowre not more than ‘than thirteen 
stone,” she murmured. 

The policeman immediately became 
generous, “Yes, there are tots of fel- 
lows in ithe force heavier than I am.” 
he said. “In any case I’m too big for 
a little woman dike you. Why, you 
couldn't even hold ime.” 

“Vm-glad you're not more than thir- 
teen stone,” repeated the gentle suf- 
fragette, “because the theavier you at 
the more I’d ‘hurt you, and I simply 
hare to, you know.” 

Struggle Begins. 

Then the struggle commenced. As 
a huge mastiff would bend down upon 
an insolent kitten the man swooped on 
the woman.
